Results of a survey taken in 
the town of Deseronto before Chri 
stmas to determine whether local 
residents were interested in makin 
use of the school after school hour 
for social, educational and recrea:

Friends and neighbours under the leadership of Mrs. Al Fraser, wife of the fire chief, can- 
vassed the town people for donations of money, clothes and furniture, in which the response was 
most gratifying. The results of the canvas were turned over to the Mills family on Saturday, but

On January 14th, 1971 at the 
|Sun Valley Motor Hotel, a meet- 
jing regarding pollution controls, 
was held between Pollution Un- 
wanted in Prince Edward County, 
and Canadian International Paper. 

The meeting was called by 
CIP, in response to a letter from 
Pollution Unwanted. The letter 
requested CIP'S complete plans 
for controlling air and water poll- 
ution, so that the plans could be 
examined by independent experts. 

Me. Wittenburg, CIP'S repre- 
sentative refused to release plans 
that were ready and refused future 
access to plans that are under con- 
sideration. 

At the meeting, Mr. Witten- 
burg told Carl Kidd, of Pollution 
Unwanted, that OWRC should be 
| asked for the plans. Mr. Kidd re- 
plied that various government bo- 
dies, including OWRC had said 
that it was up to CIP to release 
the plans to Pollution Unwanted.

of attitude ? 


Is the general public's attitude surrounding assistance to 
police and firemen experiencing a change? 

There is certain evidence that it is. The evidence has 
come locally and in the district as a result of two community 
emergencies and official commendation has been extended in 
both instances. 

In Deseronto last Thursday, fire broke out in a Green street 
home and the efforts of some of the spectators has been noted 
by the town's volunteer fire chief, Albert Fraser. 

Chief Fraser, in a telephone conversation with this news- 
poper Tuesday, paid warm and’sincere tribute to five male 
spectators at the fire scene. He said the men volunteered to 
aid the 10 firemen who were hard-pressed to contain the raging 
flames. 

The chief said the volunteers operated effectively during 
the emergency and they followed his directions to the letter. 

"It was a heartening thing to have their aid," Mr. Fraser 


explained. 
The mayor too, in a letter to this newspaper, has added 
his tribute for townsfolk assistance. 


Lote last year in Picton, two men were commended by the 
town's police commission for their action in coming to the 
assistance of a single policeman during an altercation in a 
hotel beverage room. The men helped Constable Harry Sisty 
quell o suspect the officer was trying to arrest. 

For years officialdom has been critical of the lack of publ- 
ic participation in such emergencies. Essentially, officials 
have complained about a lack of public co-operation in police 
matters. There are all too many instances on record of out- 
numbered officers running into violent situations they could 
not control while spectating citizens stood by. 

The excuse for this in the past by those citizens who were 
questioned about their lack of action was usually that they 
didn't want to become involved. Sociologists have expressed 

the opinion that the real reason may go deeper and may have 
sometning fo do with a general lack ot Public respect tor such 
authority as policemen and others represent. 

Granted that the two instances mentioned above do not 
mean that everyone's thinking is changing, but it is hearten- 


ing, as Chief Fraser points out, to have examples of some 
change happening here.

The study reached the con- 
clusion that the paper industr 
would have to spend $750 mill- 
ion to meet acceptable Pollutio, 
control standards. 

Although the council report 
was generally critical of the 
paper industry on pollution con- 
trol it found "a highly uneven 
performance" by individual com- 
panies. 

Some of the companies were 
hesitant about providing inform- 
ation when first approaches by 
council staffers, but eventually 
most of them complied with the 
requests. 

The study noted two excep- 
tions. It said: 

"Crown Zellerback consist- 
ently refused to release informa- 
tion. While International Paper 
finally did give out limited in- 
formation on the equipment at it 
mills, its management continued 
to protest that the public does 
not need to know specifics as 
long as 'we indicate the job is 
being done.'" 

A spokesman for Crown Zel- 
lerbach in San Francisco said 
company officials had talked 
freely with the council but had 
stopped short of filling out a 
mailed questionnaire, preferring 
instead to answer questions in 
person . 

A spokesman for Internation- 
al Paper said, "We are doing as 
as much as any paper company 
on pollution control. " 

Members of the council 
stressed that their purpose was 
only to gather information, not 
to make an indictment.

Drugs and Doctors 


or 


the physicians’ fixes 


The first article in this series 
pointed out that there are no sim 
ple solutions to drug problems and 
the second, by Dr. Oriana Kalant/ 
talked about the experts and how 
we should try to evaluate the sol- | 
utions they may suggest. This third 
article will centre on the problems | 
faced by the prescribing physician.| 

We live in a drug orientated | 
society. We have pills to pep us 
up or slow us down, to make us fat 
or thin, fertile or barren. There 
ore pills to stop us drinking, and 
stop us vomiting, and, if all else 
fails, sleeping pills to stop us doi-| 
ng anything at all, at least for a 
while. As a practised snooper in 
other people's medicine cabinets, 
| sometimes wonder how my hosts 
manage to co-ordinate their large 
arrays of chemical substances, and 
what results come from them. My | 
guess is that sometimes they do the 
job intended, sometimes they don't! 
and sometimes they do quite the 
opposite. 


There is no particular point in | 
extolling the virtues of some types 
of drugs for we are all well aware 
of their very legitimate use in the 
relief of intractable pain, in stop- 
Ping the spread of infection, in 
making up certain bodily deficien- 
cies essential to life, and so on. 
What we are here concerned with 
is the use of drugs to solve proble- 
ms of "nerves", tension, depress- 
ion, and mental difficulties gener- 
ally, problems which physicians 
must deal with every day. In these 
areas we ore not on secure ground. 
Putting stitches in a child's leg is 
one sort of problem, recommending) 
this or that tranquilizer for the 
child's mother because she is "ten- 
se" is quite another. This is not to’ 
say that the physician should not 
prescribe a tranquilizer but that 
this may not constitute treatment. 
As one psychiatrist Louis Rittelmey 
er, recently noted, "The chief use 
of psychotropic (mood altering) 
drugs is to enable the patient to 
establish more realistic relationshi+ 
ps with others, including the type 
of relationship with a physician 
that will lead to relief from dis- 
tress. To use these drugs solely to 
obliterate symptoms or to diminish 
the patient's demands on the phy- 
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sician is not the answer to the pro 


blem of anxiety and depression.

It's interesting to see how short-lived fame often is, how 
heroes con become shattered idols overnight. Marshall Mc 
Luhan, the communications expert of five years ago, must be 
mortified to find that his self-styled, more than life-size im- 
age has just had another chip knocked off its pedestal. 

World-famous conductor, Leopold Stokowski, when asked 
by Glen Gould in a television interview on C.B.C. last week, 
whether he agreed with Marshall McLuhan's views on the imm- 
inent extinction of the artist genre, replied, "Who is Marshall 
McLuhan?" He went on to say that he couldn't disagree more 
strongly with Mr. McLuhan on this. There have always been 
artists, even in the days of the cave man, he sia 
artists, even in the days of the cave man, he said, and there 


always will be. 
It's re-assuring to believe that man, at least, will not be- 
come totally mechanistic. 


It's also re-assuring to hear, from OWRC chairman (on the 
program “This Land") that within three to four years Ontario 
will be insisting on secondary treatment for the effluent from 
pulp and paper industries. After hearing the results of OWRC's : 
report on the damage done to the Trent Waterways System by 
Domtar's effluent; one realizes this step is long overdue. But 
will this secondary treatment be enough to insure that no harm- 
ful wastes or chemicals, WHATSOEVER, reach Lake Ontario? 
For instance, what kind of an anti-pollution measure is the 
extension farther out into the River of a disposal pipe, as 
planned by OWRC and Domtar? And can we afford to wait 
3 to 4 years for the other? 

OWRC's 300 engineers should certainly be able to closely 
supervise the 700 plants in Ontario which are now pumping 
effluent into our waters, shouldn't they? 

Retiring Ontario Premier John Roborts is obviously happy 
to be handing over the headaches of his strenuous job to his 
successor, whoever he may be. Robarts views foreign invest- 
ment, unemployment and the NDP as the three major problems 
his successor must face - a big job, even for a superman. I'm 
anxious to know why Robarts doesn't include pollution in his 
list - he must figure that OWRC has the problem very well in 
hand. "Trust in God, the politicians, and OWRC” should be 
our motto for 1971. 


At least we'll have something concrete to remember the 
Robarts government by - Ontario Place, the $15 million, 90 
acre recreational extravaganza. To quote Trent Frayne, Toro- 
nto Stor staff writer, it comes to us “with the compliments of th 
Ontario government - unsolicited, uninvited and, it begins to 
appear, unparallelled. ising from the lakefront waters 
south of the CNE Stodium it will open on May 21, a $15 mill- 
ion hymn of praise to Ontario's past, present and future. ” 

Just think what fifteen million could have done to provide 
low-cost housing or jobs for the other half of Ontario's grow- 
ing population.

DRUGS AND PSYCHOLOGISTS 


Previous articles in this series 
on drugs have stressed the importa 
nce of looking at drug use and ab- 
use from many different points of 
view - medical, psychological, 
sociological and legal. Last week 
| covered some aspects of the psy- 
scian's relationship to drugs and 
pointed out the doctor's difficulty 
in deciding whether or not to pre- 
scribe drugs for anxiety, tension, 
depression and the like. It was 
agreed that often drugs have un- 
expected and undesirable side eff- 
ects, that a drug's positive effect 
may sometimes be due not so much 
to its action on some part of the 
body but to the socialrelationship 
between doctor and patient, and 
that prescribing mood modifying 
drugs is no substitute for a careful 
analysis of the patient's specific 
problems. 

This week we look at how psy-| 
chologists use drugs in their pro- 
fessional work. We also consider 
how they attempt to analyse and 
treat problems of drug abuse. Br- 
cadly speaking there are two types 
of psychologists, experimental and| 
clinical. Experimental psycholo- 
gists are found mainly in universi- 
ties and research institutes, and, 
for the’most part, devote themsel- 
ves to research and teaching. Cl- 
inical psychologists go through 
some of the same training as expe-| 
rimental psychologists but usually 
find employment in mental hospit- 
als, treatment centre (retardation, 
alcoholism etc.), schools for chil- 
dren with special problems and so 
on. 

Psychologists, be they experi- 
mentally o clinically inclined, 
are not empowered to prescribe 
drugs. This being the case, it 
may seem curious that | am writ- 
ing in part on the use and abuse off 
drugs by psychologists. The fact 
is, though, that experimental Psy 
chologists use large amounts of dif+ 

| ferent types of drugs in the course 
of work with-animal subjects. Al- 
so, since the psychologist is ex- 
pected to be competent in matters 
of meaning behavior including 
human behavior, it is not at all 
uncommon for him to join forces 
with a physician in using drugs wi4 
th human subjects. In such cases 
the physician writes the prescript- 
ion and bears the responsibility 
for the patient's well-being. 

For the past few years a small 
group of us at the Addiction Re- 
search Foundation has been wor- 
king on the effects of various drug! 
on the carefully controlled behav 
ior of laboratory animals. This 
group which is made up of pharma 
cologists, experimental psycholo- 
gists and pharmacists, is particula 
rly interested in how the so-calle 
hallucinogenic drugs (eg. mesco- 
line, marihuana, L.S. D.) affect 
the behaviour of animals. The 
animals are trained to open bars 
or run in wheels to obtain food or 
to avoid receiving electric shock. 
When conditions are properly arr 
anged, the animals achieve a 


istinct and obvious advantage in 


drugs are synthesized illegally in

stability of behavior or complex 
tasks which is truly remarkable. 
Once this stability has been ach- 
ieved we inject various drugs. 
What we want to find out is whe- 
ther hallucinogen used so common 
ly today (see the article to follow) 
produce typical “Profiles” (pattern 
of drug-induced disruption on thes 
various behavioural tasks. At 

least to some extent it does seem a 
if this is the case; that mescaline, 
L.S.D., marihuana and other hal- 
lucinogenic drugs do yield profiles 
which differ from those of tranqui- 
lizers and stimulants. 

This finding that, in animal 
studies, the hallucinogers produce 
a fairly characteristic effects, on q 
number of behavioural tests, is 
important to us. For if we are in- 
deed able to clarify drugs accord- 
ing to the effects they produce on 
laboratory animals it suggests the 
exciting possibility that we can 
predict whether or not a newly- 
synthesized drug (and such new 
drugs are being compounded every 
day) will be hallucinogenic in 
mon. Of course, the hard task, 
that of human use, still remains. 
But sure the hard test could be a 
fatal test for a human there is a 4] 
using animal subjects as a prelim- 
inary step. Much as we may re- 
gret, the death of our animal sub- 
ject, it is well to know about pos- 
sible side effects. 

At this stage the question may 
be asked, why bother synthesizing 
new mind-altering drugs? Is it no 
the case that we have troubles en- 
ough already? If LSD really does 
produce damage to chromosomes 
(and there is some evidence to su- 
ggest that this is the case), why tr 
to create even more fearsome drug 
s? In past, the answer to this 
question is that many of these new 


underground laboratories and that 
we have to begin to think serious- 
ly about how we are going to treat 
patients who, wittingly or unwitt- 
ingly, consume these drugs. IF 
our scheme holds up, we can move 
into “treating” our animal after 
they have been made "high". 
Such treatments involving the use 
of other drugs are being tried and 
it will be interesting to see if the: 
work with the newer hallucino- 
gens. 


We ore also using these behay 
ioral techniques to determine the 
effects of extended exposure to 
hallucinogenic drugs. Psycholo- 
gists are not sure whether toleran- 
ce (more and more drug needed to 
Produce the same effect) develop 
to marihuana. Our animals shoul 
help to provide an answer to this 
question. Again, though, what- 
ever the results of the animal ex- 
periment, the real test is with 
humans. Such a long-term morih- 
uana project is now underway at 
the Addiction Research Foundati 
in Toronto. 

The increased emphasis on ba- 
sic research in our line with one 
of the principal recomendations of

the interior report of the Le Dain 
commission (to be discussed in a 

late article). Properly conducted 
research with animals can be criti 
cal to our understanding of drug 

effects and while it may not answet 
all of our questions, it can answer 
some of the important ones. Good 
research of this is not hard to de- 
fend but, of course, it can, in the| 
hands of an incompetent or insens-| 
itive researcher, lead to piles of 

useless information and the inflic- 
tion of much unnecessary suffering 

Curiously perhaps, one of the 
strongest hopes of the same clini- 
cal psychologists was, a few years 
ago, pinned on the use of halluc- 
inogenic drugs in therapy. There 
was a thought that these drugs in- 
duce a schizophrenic-like state 
and that, while in this state, it 
might be possible to bring about 
“curer" for people suffering from 
alcoholism and other troubles. 

So various types of patients were 
given LSD as a therapeutic device 
Sufficient to say that there is to 
date no particularly strong eviden4 
ce to support its effectiveness in 
clinical situations. 

Another hope of some clinical 
psychologists has centred on the 
idea of using particular paralysis- 
inducing drugs to condition a per- 
son against drinking or taking 
drugs such as axyhetomerer. The 
basic idea is simple; associate the 
pleasant (eg. a drink) with the 
unpleasant (eg. complete poraly- 
sis of breathing) and the patient 
will avoid the pleasant in the 
Again, the results have 
not been impresive. 

Yet other clinical psycholo- 
gists have searched for the “alco- 
holic personality" or the "marihu- 
cmo-personality" This they have 
done by administering various sort 
of personality tests and trying to 
find some pattern common to the 
alcoholic, marhuana-user, or 
whatever. This sort of work (whict 
the attentive reader will see has 
a parallel to the animal research 
described above) could, if such 
a personality were to be found, 
be very exciting. It would then 
be possible perhaps to identify 
potential alchoholics at an early 


future.

They try to establish a relationshi 
of trust with their patient and af- 
ter gaining his confidence, try to 
help him work out a solution. In 
this writer's opinion this is still th 
clinical psychologist's most valu- 
able technique. It involves a

great deal of work but, in the 
complicated problem of drug ab- 
use, there are, as | have said 
before, no simple solutions. 


Francis Ivanhoe, a British 
scientist, says cave men looked 
like monkeys because they had 
rickets, not because of an evol- 
utionary quirk. 

Dr. Ivanhoe said Neander- 
thal man suffered from vitamin 
D deficiency, especially in 
cold, sunless northern climates. 

In on article in the science 
journal, Nature, he says: 

"Every Neanderthal child's 
skull studied so far shows signs 
compatible with severe rickets. 

This theory, he believes 
solves a problem anthropologists 
have had about where to fit this 
apparent throwback in the pic- 
ture of human development. 

Rickets is most common be- 
tween six months and 24 months 
of age. It produces a large 
head, with a high bulbous fore- 
head bulging at the four corners, 
localized round patches of weak 
ened or defective bone and 
grossly irregular teeth with def- 
ective crowns and enamel.

The December issue of Ontario Naturalist magazine has 
on interesting article about the Conservation Authorities of 
Ontario Biennial Conference held in Sudbury in September. 

The conference as reported by James D. McCowan, of the 
Cataraqui Conservation Authority, had before it the question- 
"Who speaks for the environment?" Discussion centred on a 
set of policy papers, "whose conclusions were endorsed over- 
whelmingly by the conference. ” 

One of the basic observations was "that responsibility for 
the environment is, to a large extent, unassigned at any level 
of government." One of the important policies put Forward to 
the Provincial Government by the Conference would have the 
local conservation Authority charged with regional responsibi- 
lity to “investigate, evaluate, and report on any matter which 
has, or may have, an important bearing on the quality of the 
natural environment." 

At a recent meeting of the Prince Edward Region Conserva- 
tion Authority a motion asking for studies of the effects of a 
proposed Kraft Pulp Mill on the environment of the region was 
lost when the chairman broke a tie vote by voting against the 
motion. 

In light of the overwhelming endorsement of policies at the 
Sudbury Conference we can only ask P.E.R.C.A. in the words 
of Baron Munchausen, “Vas you dere, Charlie?”

There is a project which the Deseronto Snowmobile Club 
might take on if executive members and the membership app- 
roved and it could turn out to be a life saving venture. Snow- 
mobilers on both sides of the Bay of Quinte are usually famil- 
ior with weak spots on the ice but those coming on their mac- 
hines from more distant locations may not be. 

Before the tragic drowning of a Belleville man during the 
Deseronto Winter Carnival a week ago, this newspaper publi- 
shed a warning about open water and soft ice on the Bay in the 
Telegraph Norrows location. This was the area where the Bel- 
leville snowmobile went through the ice. 

Obviously our warning did not reach the people involved, 
buy maybe in the future a repetition of such a tragedy can be 
avoided through a relatively simple idea. 

We suggest that there could grow up between district snow- 
mobilers an inter-club information service as it relates to rou- 
te conditions over frozen water. 

For instance, if the local community here is planning a 
program involving snowmobilers from out of town, perhaps 
someone here could be assigned the responsibility of informing 
visiting clubs the precise location of the dangerous areas in 
edvance. Or, a local snowmobiler might be despatched to 
collect the visitors in their home location and lead them here 
over a safe route. 

Failing that, or in addition, the local club could notify 
district radio and television stations of the dangerous areas for 
broodcast. Our experience in the past with broadcasting stud- 
ios is that they ore most co-operative in ennouncing these mat- 
ters os a public service to listeners. 

Aside from the life-saving aspects of the plan, the spirit

Their words 
speak for themselves, " 
was a marked discrepancy betwe- 
en the alleged composition and 
the actual composition of the sa- 
mples. Of the 519 samples for 
which the alleged composition 
was available, 65 percent were 
found to contain the drug said to 
be present” (That is, 35 percent 
did not). Curiously perhaps, of 
the 58 samples designated (by the 
supplier) as mescaline, none con- 
tained that drug. And only 56 
percent of the LSD samples actua- 
Ily contained pure LSD. Such re- 
sults make it quite clear that there 
are often discrepancies between 
what a drug is sold as and what 

it actually is. So a student who 
reports that he is a regular LSD 
user may not actually be using 
nearly as much as he thinks he is.

Settlement and growth of Deseronto 


FROM THE DESERONTO 
TRIBUNE, JUNE 29, 1894. 


The town of Deseronto is sit- 
uated in the south-east corner of 
the County of Hastings, Ontario, 
eighteen miles east of Belleville 
and thirty miles west of Kingston. 
The town is beautifully situated 
on a gentle acclivity, which 
rises from the Bay of Quinte, a 


long arm of the Lake Ontario. 

The Bay of Quinte is far-famed 
for its picturesque beauty, and 
the country adjoining it is one of| 
the most beautiful regions in the 

whole Dominion. In this fair dis} 
trict has sprung up, during recent 
years, the Town of Deseronto, 
which already, on account of the 


extent and variety of its bcs 


turing establishments, and the 


enterprise of its people, ranks a- 
mong the most important towns of 
the great Province of Ontario. 
"Deseronto", the name ossum 
ed in 1881, is a Mohawk word, 
the meaning of which is “an obj- 
ect which has been struck by li- 
ghtning". John (Captain) Deser- 
onto was the chief, who after the 
revolutionary wars, led fifteen 
canoe loads of Mohawk Indians 


| to the reserve, granted them in 
| the township of Tyendinaga, by 
George III, os a reward for their 
loyalty to the British government. 


Chief Deseronto was undoubtedly 
a greater warrior than the famous 
Brant, though not so successful 
in pushing himself into notice. 
Deseronto was buried near the 
present Mohawk parsonage, but 
no stone has been raised to mark 


the spot where the great warrior 
lies. 

In the year 1835, John Culbe- 
rtson, whose mother was a daugh- 
ter of Captain John Deseronto, 
applied to the chiefs of that day 
for a grant of land on account of 
the services of his grandfather. 
After some time the grant of 800 
acres off the east end of the Ty- 
endinaga Reserve wos made, and

RENOVATIONS TO COST 
$2.2 MILLION 


Details of a community-type 
residential centre for the mentally’ 
retarded at the former Canadian 
Forces Base near Picton, were 
announced Tuesday of last week, 
by the Honourable Thomas L. 
Wells, Ontario Minister of Heal- 
th. 

Residents will live in a vill- 
age-like setting which will inclu- 
de the base's married quarters. 
Mr. Wells described the new fac- 
ility, to be called Prince Edward 
Heights, as "one of the most pro- 
gressive of its kind in North Am- 
erica." His comment was made 
in a joint announcement with the 
Honourable J. R. Simonett whose 
Department of Public Works will 
spend an initial $2.2 million in 
renovation and conversion of the 
base. 

Prince Edward Heights will 
be developed over the next three 
years and eventually will accom- 
odate up to 600 residents. The 
first residents will be transferred 
from the Rideau Regional Hospi- 
tal School at Smith's Falls this 
year. 


LARGE STAFF 


A staff of 450 will be needed 
to operate the new training cen- 
tre and as many as possible will 
be hired in the Picton area, Mr. 
Wells said. 

Sixty-five houses have been 
allocated for 300 moderately 


and mildly retarded school child- 
ren as well as adults who can be 
rehabilitated. Larger, centro- 

lized living quarters in the forme: 


Craig Barracks will be used for 


accommodating and training the 
more severely retarded. 

Full educational and recreat- 
ional facilities will be provided. 

"The emphasis will be placed 
on providing a home-like envir- 
onment for residents, giving them 
many of the same opportunities 
and life experiences enjoyed by 
people of the large community, 
Mr. Wells said. 


"Our new facility at Picton 
will enable us to put this thinking 
into practice more effectively 
than anywhere else on the contin 
ent."

Drugs and the Law 


- by C. D. Webster 


~ Three questions come to mind 
with respect to this topic; how did 
our present laws come about, what 
are the existing laws, and how 
might we expect these laws to be 
changed in the future? Fortuna- 
tely there are some fairly clear 
answers to these questions, espec- 
fally the first two. And it is with 
a view to the third question that 
Gerald LeDain and his commission 
are completing their inquiry into 
the non-medical use of drugs. As 
you will remember, the Commiss- 
jon presented its interim findings 
last April. Since not much will 
change between now and then, 
the commission presents its final 
change between now and when 
the commission presents its final 
report, | have attempted to select 
parts of the interim report in an 
attempt to answer those questions 
posed above. Quite apart from 
anything that we may feel about 
the fairness of the present drug 
legislations, it is well to remind 
ourselves of what the laws actua- 
lly say. For this reason alone, 
the present article may be useful. 


HISTORICAL BACKGROUND 


The history of Canadian legis- 
lative policy with respect to the 
control of drugs may be traced to 
1908, when legislation to control 
the traffic in opium was adopted 
following a report on The Need 
for the Suppression of the Opium 
Traffic in Canada by William Ly- 
on Mackenzie King, then Deputy 
Minister of Labour. King had 
come upon the traffic in opium 
rather by accident while investi- 
gating claims for compensation 
arising out of the anti-Asiatic 
riots which took place in Vancou 
ver in 1907. 

Gradually, over the years, 

- an increasing number of drugs 
were brought under the control of 
the Opium and Narcotic Drug 
Act and the severity of the pena- 
Ities was increased. There can 
be no doubt that Canada's drug 
laws were for a long time primar~ 
ily associated in the minds of its 
legislators and the public with 
general attitudes and policy to- 
wards persons of Asiatic origin. 

The inclusion of marijuana in 
the Opium and Narcotic Drug 
Act in 1923 is thought to have 
been influenced in some measure 
by a book entitled The Black

berta. The book was based on a 
series of articles on drugs which 
she wrote for Maclean's Magazin 
and it contained a chapter which 
referred to marijuana as a "new 
drug menace." 


In 1955 a Special Committee 
of the Senate of Canada was app- 
‘ointed to inquire into a report 
upon the traffic in narcotic drugs 
in Canada. The Committee was 
chiefly concerned with the opiate 
narcotics, particularly heroin. 

Its report, published in 1955, con+ 
tains the following observations 
with respect to marijuana. 

"Marijuana is not a drug com 
monly used for addiction in Cana-) 
da, but it is used in the United 
States and also in the United Kin- 
gdom by addicts. 

No problem exists in Canada 
at present in regard to this parti- 


zures have been made, but these 
have been from visitors to this 
country or in one or two instances 
from Canadians who have develop- 
ed addiction while being in other 
countries." 

As all of us know marijuana 
use has increased markedly since 
1955 and now it is questionable | 
whether this drug should be placed, 
under the Narcotic Control Act. |

The Narcotic Control Act 
applies to opium and its deriva- 
tives, such as heroin and morph- 
ine, the synthetic narcotics and 
cannabis (marijuana and hashish) 
which is classified as a narcotic 
for purposes of the Act. Unauth- 
orized possession, trafficking in, 
and import and export of narcotics’ 
ond cannabis, as well as the cult- 
ivation of the opium poppy or ma- 
tijuana, are prohibited by the 
Act with penal consequences as 
follows. 

(a) Unauthorized possession is 
punishable 

(1) upon summary conviction for 

a first offence, by a fine of one 
thousand dollars or by imprison- 
ment for six months or by both 
fine and imprisonment and for a 
subsequent offence, by a fine of 
two thousand dollars or by impris- 
onment for one year or both by 
fine and imprisonment; or 

(2) upon conviction on indictment 
by imprisonment for seven years. 


(b) Trafficking is punishable up- 
on conviction on indictment by 
imprisonment For life. 

(c) Being in possession for the 
purpose of trafficking is punisha- 
ble in the same way.

INTERIOR RECOMMENDATIONS

As is clear from the above, 
Possession corries a heavy penal- 
ty.
